Not An H o a r M aut R e I.out 
in equipping ourselves 
to cope with 
uny emergency that may arise. 
We 
must have a large regular army ready 
at call in the future. 
We must have 
as good a navy as any nation on earth. 
I ain on record as favoring the reten­ 
tion of 
territory that 
has 
been ac­ 
quired by the splendid victories of our 
arms. 
I 
ain 
an American 
citizen, 
speaking as 
such, and 
my remarks 
have nothing to do with official duties 
that I shall undertake on Oct. I as a 
commissioner to tile congress in Paris. 
W hat that body xviii or will not do. I 
would not predict if I could. I ain talk­ 
ing of the situation as it exists to-day 
and as every American citizen can see 
it. 
The interests of the United States 
must bo Jealously guarded from this 
bour on. We have been remiss and in­ 
different 
in the 
past. 
The United 
States lias ceased to be the China of 
the Western continent. 
We are alive, 
thank God, and 
Must N ot B e I n i a l t r d 
by any power in this world, great or 
small. 
Therefore, you may quote me 
as strongly as 
you 
can as saying: 
More battleships and after that more 
cruisers and battleships again. 
The 
men xviii step forward as fast as xxx* 
can build the shills. Suppose that Dew­ 
ey had 
been 
defeated 
at 
Manila? 
W hat might have been the fate o f the 
Hawaiian islands and our Pacific const 
from Bering strait to San Diego? Tile 
Asiatic situation 
is one that 
deeply 
concerns us. 
If 
we 
are 
outxvitted 
there we must at once prepare for a 
defense of our western coast line from 
the same aggressions that have hum ­ 
bled the oldest empire on earth iii the 
eyes of modern civilization.”

G e r o n i m o Is 
a 
lim ite r . 
Old Geronimo, chief of tho Apachoi, 
is the most noted Indian of the wild 
tribes 
of North America, 
says tho 
Philadelphia Times. 
He Is 90 years 
of age and as straight as an arrow. 
His eyes are keen, piercing and cruel. 
His feet are very large. 
When 
at 
the 
post 
old Geronimo 
plays monte, a game of cards liked 
very much by the Indians, but when­ 
ever he can get permission to leave the 
reservation his time is spent in hu n t­ 
ing, of which he is still very fond. 
Geronimo was with Victoria in the 
Indian 
uprising 
of 1882, when 
GOO 
Apaches were led by her against tho 
whites who had settled in Arizona and 
bordering states. 
They were pursued by Lewis Ter- 
asraz, with a regiment of Mexican sol­ 
diers. 
Victoria was captured and be­ 
headed and more than one-half of her 
band were killed. Gernonimo escaped, 
but after hearing that Victoria had 
been beheaded he surrendered. 
He 
was released and 
became the 
great chief of the Apaches. 
His band 
was a terror to the early settlers 
of 
Arizona. Mexico and New Mexico. 
In 1884 Gen. George Crook was 
de­ 
tailed by the government to rapture 
this band. 
After two years of unsuc­ 
cessful pursuit Gen. Crook resigned 
and Gen. Miles was given command of 
the troops in pursuit. 
On March 25, 1896, Gen. Miles cap­ 
tured Geronimo and his band. Terms 
were made whereby they were to re­ 
main on the reservation at Fort Bowie. 
Four days later the chief and his band 
escaped and began further depreda­ 
tions on the whites. 
Capt. 
Lawton was 
sent in pursuit 
and the band was again captured. 
The territory of Arizona petitioned 
the government to have the Apaches 
moved to distant fields. 
After some 
time it was decided to send the 
old 
chief anc! his band to Florida. 
They 
were closely guarded and were 
not 
allowed to leave the past on any pre­ 
text. 


The warm climate of Florida and the 
close confinement in the fort killed off 
most of the band, and to prevent ex­ 
termination the remainder of the barid 
were removed to Fort Sill, Indian Ter­ 
ritory.

All you have to do ts to place 
your water In a pail—it m ay be iee- 
water, if necessary—and stir it with a 
wooden paddle. 
If you keep at It long 
enough it will certainy 
boir. 
Five 
hours of constant and rapid stirring 
are sufficient to perform the feat suc­ 
cessfully. The water will, after a time, 
grow warm, and then It will grow hot 
—so hot, in fact, that you cannot hold 
your hand in it, and. finally, It will 
boil. 
Prof. Ames, of Johns Hopkins, 
annually illustrates some of the phe­ 
nomena of heat by having one of his 
students perform the trick fn front of 
his class. 
It is a tiresome job, but it 
is perfectly feasible. 
The point which Prof. Ames wishes 
to illustrate is what is known as the 
finechanical equivalent of heat. 
It re­ 
quires just so many foot pounds 
of 
work to develop a given quantity of 
heat. 
By turning the paddle in the 
water at a regular speed it is possible 
to find out just how much work is re­ 
quired to raise 
the temperature 
of 
water one degree. 
The best measure­ 
ment so far made, and, in fact, the one 
which Is accepted as the standard of 
the world, is that which w’as measured 
in Johns Hopkins college. 
Heat is developed in almost any sub­ 
stance which is subjected to a contin­ 
uous or very violent action. 
It is an 
old trick 
for a blacksmith 
to forge 
without fire. 
Long-continued and vio­ 
lent ham m ering on two pieces of wire 
will heat them to such an extent that 
they can be welded together. 
A lead 
bullet, if shot directly at a stone wall, 
will develop heat enough by the con­ 
tact to melt and fall to the ground a 
molten mass. 
There are many other 
occasions wherein this mechanical de­ 
velopment of heat becomes manifest.

G r o w i n g a n d l l u r v e a t t n s F l a x . 
Bulletin 54, Oregon Experiment Sta­ 
tion: An accurate account was kept 
of labor expended In preparing 
the 
ground and sowing the seed, and of the 
time required in harvesting the flax. 
The following summaries 
are given: 
The relative cost of growing flax on a 
large scale would be somewhat less. 
Plowing, harrowing and sowing seed, 
$7.70 per acre; wages of a man and 
team are reckoned at $2.50 
per day; 
pulling flax and tying in bundles, with 
two bands made of binder twine, $5.70 
per acre; weeding plats by hand, $1.75 
per acre; hand labor reckoned at $1.00 
per day; total cost, $15.15 per 
acre. 
This Is cost of labor only, and does not 
include interest on investment in tools, 
rent of land, etc. 
Observations.—While we could hard­ 
ly expect conclusive results from a sin­ 
gle year’s experience, and 
especially 
without a further test of the value of 
the fiber produced, yet so far as growth 
and quality are concerned, indicated by 
tile appearance of the straw’, the results 
were very flattering indeed. The yield 
was not much more than half a crop, 
owing to thin seeding, due to a lack of 
moisture in germinating the seed when 
first sown. In this particular the con 
ditions were quite unfavorable. 
The 
climate and soil seem to be well adapt 
ed to growing flax as showrn in the rap 
id development of the plants. 
The pe­ 
riod of growth was not as long as that 
In many flax growing sections, as the 
following would indicate; 
Mr. Eugene Bosse says, In a report to 
the Department of Agriculture, regard 
Ing the growth of flax for fiber in Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin, that “the flax 
In this part of the West should be 
ready to pull in from eighty-flve to 
ninety-two days after sowing 
when 
sown between the 15th and 
25th of 
April, and from seventy-five to eighty- 
flve generally when sown from the 1st 
to the 15th of May; but the capsules 
must be Just turned yellow, and 
the 
lower half of the plant free from leaves. 
The richer the land the earlier the flax 
may be sown, and the earlier the flax 
is sown the more seed it will take to 
have a good stand.’’ 
None of the varieties tested required 
the maximum time indicated here, and 
only one passed the minimum. 
The 
White Blossom Dutch required eighty- 
three days. The flax on clover sod did 
much better than that after potatoes. 
In fact the flax grown on the potato 
ground was not considered worth pull­ 
ing.

P o i s o n i n g t h e C o t W o r m s . 
Prof. J. B. Smith, entomologist of the 
New Jersey experiment station, rec­ 
ommends placing in different parts of 
fields to be planted in spring, balls* of 
clover which have been poisoned with 
paris green. The clover may be pols 
oned by spraying it while growing, or 
it may be made in loose balls and dip­ 
ped into the poisoned 
liquid 
until 
thoroughly wet. 
In order to have the 
bait as fresh and attractive as pos 
Bible, it should be prepared and ap­ 
plied after the heat of the day is over. 
No plants should be set out until the 
poisoned bait bas had an opportunity 
to act for two nights at least 
Mr. Oliver Perry, of Beverly, N. J., 
has found cut worms to bs very food 
of wheat bran. 
He protects his sweet 
potato plants by putting in each hill 
a spoonful of bran, to which paris 
green has been added, and the whole 
moistened so as to form a soft mush. 
In every case this served as a com­ 
plete protection to 
his 
plants, the 
larvae invariably preferring the pois­ 
oned bran. 
As Mr. Perry was a per­ 
fectly reliable man and this method 
had been used with some success in 
the western states against grasshop­ 
pers and other insects, it was pub­ 
lished In a suggestive note 
In 
the 
“Weekly Crop Bulletin,” of the state 
weather service. Many of the farmers 
to whom this came adopted the sug­ 
gestion at once, and soon letters were 
received highly recommending the ef­ 
ficacy of the measure. 
All who tried 
it found it absolutely successful and 
claim they lost not a plant after using 
it. 
Mix dry wheat bran with paris green 
or London purple sufficient to color it 
faintly. 
The proportions are not im­ 
portant, but may in weight be about 
one of poison to fifty of bran. 
The 
mixture should be as complete as pos­ 
sible, that every particle of the bran 
carries its particle of arsenic, and then 
water should be added to make a soft 
mush that can be ladled out with a 
spoon without dripping. 
The water 
may be a little sweetened to add to the 
attractiveness of the mixture and to 
make it a little more sticky. 
A tea­ 
spoonful should be placed on each hill 
of plants to be protected, and this 
should be done on the evening of tho 
day tbs plants are first set out 


B u s i n e * * B i d s o f F r u i t C o l e u r * . 
J. H. Hale, in a recent address be­ 
fore the Massachusetts 
Horticultural 
Bodety on “The Business Side of Fruit 
Culture,” said in part: This side of 
fruit culture is important and is grow­ 
ing- 
The growth of one branch, in 
particular, that of nurseries, I bad oc­ 
casion to notice when engaged In work 
in this branch of horticulture in con­ 
nection with the tsnth census. 
It was 
found that whsreas, previous to 1800, 
there was hardly a commercial nur­ 
sery la the country, in 1890 there were 
mort than five thousand. 
Every com­ 
mercial frtlt grower should keep ie 
touch with the details of all mattsrs 
pertaining to the business and bs In­ 


formed on what the market demands. 
He should study also soil conditions 
and soil varieties. 
But he should he 
sure be enjoys the work before going 
into it. 
Just what fruits one should 
plant depends upon the farm, upon 
what the man enjoys, and to a degree 
upon the 
markets. 
The 
Japanese 
plum, to which much attention is be­ 
ing given, is an early bearer, and is 
well adapted to our soils. 
Of the 
older fruits, the apple is the hest. 
It 
will almost care for itseslf. 
It seems 
to me that our abandoned farms would 
be well adapted for growing apples for 
market, especially when we consider 
the demand of the world for that fruit. 
We hear much of an “off year’’ with 
apples, blit this is generally because 
the trees do not receive the proper 
treatment. 
When trees bear heavily 
they exhaust their 
vitality, and the 
buds of the next year do not get suffi­ 
cient nourishment, and a small crop 
Is the result. 
The remedy for this lies 
In thinning the fruit on the trees. 
In 
cultivating peaches the grower has to 
be alert to prevent damage to his trees 
by climatic conditions. 
East of the 
Connecticut river peaches may be well 
grown by carefully studying the con­ 
ditions, by feeding well, and by giving 
good frost drainage. It is best to plant 
on an abrupt knoll, so that the frost 
will drain off quickly. 
The markets 
give liberal 
returns for 
high-grade 
small fruits, but 
most of the fine 
canned fruits comes from across the 
water. 
I wonder that we have not 
awakened to the possibility of taking 
this market for our own. 
Another In­ 
teresting fruit (if so it may be called) 
Is the chestnut. 
The whole supply 
brought Into the market Is gone in six 
weeks, though people would eat them 
all winter. 
Large quantities of nuts 
are imported every year, but we might 
replace a good part of the foreign sup­ 
ply by native chestnuts lf we could 
grow larger nuts having the same fine 
quality. 
This would be a promising 
industry fcr the people of New Eng­ 
land.

The following from the “American 
Florist” may hel*> those who complain 
that

cannot make a clematis 
grow: 
The clematis, like many other 
plants, requires a subsoil that will ab­ 
sorb considerable water and give out 
vapor that continually rises to the 
many spreading roots above; this 1j 
always most 
satisfactory when It ii 
largely clay. The reason so many cle­ 
matis die Is that they are planted close 
to buildings where the subsoil Is brick­ 
bats, plaster, shavings, etc., that hold 
no water, but absorb heat. Dig a holi 
three feet deep, fill it with turf an i 
some manure, put in a pipe at the end 
so that when the trench is filled you 
can pour 
water in at the base an i 
have it soak up, instead of down. 
Be­ 
fore filling the hole, be sure the ground 
Is well moistened. 
Always keep 
the 
surface dry. 
In this 
way they will 
root deep and 
be less subject t<i 
drought In 
hot weather. 
The same 
treatment is advisable for hardy roses. 


P r o p a g a t i n g 
M o u n t a i n A s h . 
The mountain ash can be propagated 
by seeds, but they are very slow to 
start. The berries should be gathered 
and mixed with soil and left out ex­ 
posed to the weather for a year before 
planting, lf mixed with soil and placed 
.n a box with cracks in it so that water 
can pass through, the box can be sunk 
to its edge or a little 
below in the 
ground and left out during winter and 
until the ensuing fall. 
Then the soil 
containing the berries can be taken out 
and spread on a floor .a partially dry. 
so that it can be rubbed through 
a 
sieve that will separate it from the 
seeds. The separation of the seeds is 
not absolutely necessary, and soil and 
seeds together may be sown in a drill, 
covering about an 
inch deep. 
The 
young plants will appear in the spring 
and can be cultivated in the seed drills 
for one or two years and then be taken 
up and tops and roots shortened and 
transplanted into nursery rows to be 
grown on until ready for final removal. 
—Vicks Magazine. 


B a r t e r I* I n I c * . 
Tho following is from the work by 
Professor Woll on tho "Principles of 
Modern Dairy Practice." He says: Al­ 
though we find a considerable number 
of bacteria in ice under certain condi­ 
tions, it is, however, a fact that every 
time water freezes its bacterial content 
is considerably diminished. 
Frankers 
investigations show tills plainly. Wa­ 
ter from the river 
Spree containing 
66,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter 
froze at 10-18 F. 
After two days one 
cubic centimeter contained only 1.200 
bacteria, and after nine days only 14 
bacteria. In another sample 3,300 bac­ 
teria were found per centimeter at the 
beginning of the experiment, and after 
three days’ freezing only 20 bacteria 
were found in the same volume. 
A 
third sample, which was highly in­ 
fested with bacteria, containing 
not 
less than 500,000 per cubic centimeter, 
showed only 36,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter after six 
days’ freezing. 
The freezing is therefore a powerful 
means against the development of tho 
bacteria In the water. 
It is in reality 
of no great importance that absolute 
sterility cannot be obtained from the 
water in this way, as the bacterial con­ 
tent by this method will be exfremely 
small, provided tho water is not highly 
infected before freezing. 
In the bacteriological analysis of the 
Ice that I have made I have obtained 
greatly varying results, according to 
the origin of the ice. 
In examining 
thick lake ice in the center of a large 
block of Ice the analysis proved It to 
be entirely free from bacteria. On the 
surface of this block, which was ex­ 
posed 
to 
infection 
during cutting, 
hauling, etc., an appreciable quantity 
was, on the other hand, found, rang­ 
ing from 20 to 400 per cubic centime­ 
ter. 
Only one inch deep no bacteria 
was usually found; sometimes, how­ 
ever, a couple of bacteria colonies ap­ 
peared on the gelatine plates In the 
bacteriological anaylsis. This block of 
Ice was taken from the lake in March 
and hauled to an Ice house; tho anal­ 
ysis was made in the following August. 
Even porous, soft Ice has proved very 
poor in bacteria, sometimes 
entirely 
sterile, if it did not come from the sur­ 
face layer. 
This was found to be the 
case in ice taken from a lake whore 
no city or factory was situated. 
The 
results of analyses made of ice from 
the harbor of Helsingfors were differ­ 
ent. They showed that the water must 
have been very rich In bacteria before 
freezing, for about two months after 
the harbor was frozen over the ice 
contained between 260 and 3,500 bac­ 
teria per cubic centimeter. 
The ma­ 
terial for these analyses was taken by 
myself from the Ice In the harbor. No 
tee free from bacteria was found in 
this place. 
My Investigations concerning the 
bacteria of Ice have also proved an­ 
other fact, which still more confirms 
my opinion that recently melted lce- 
water Is to be preferred to even very 
pure well-water in the dairy work. The 
investigations showed that in the case 
of bacteria remaining in the Ice for p. 
long time their virulence, that is, their 
power to develop their specific quali­ 
ties, was greatly 
diminished. 
This 
multiplication took place very slowly, 
and where the bacteria were made up 
of fermentation starters, the fermenta­ 
tion developed considerably more slow­ 
ly and less intensely than was usually 
the case. 
I also observed that some 
of the ice-water bacteria which did not 
show any fermentative power on the 
first inoculation cultures, after having 
tater reached their normal conditions 
again possessed this power. 
The in­ 
vestigations were made both with the 
lactic acid bacteria and putrefactive 
bacteria. The former, which caused a 
complete fermentation in milk before 
the freezing by being kept for twenty- 
four hours in an Incubator at 86 F, 
were unable to produce even something 
like a similar characteristic fermenta­ 
tion in several days after having been 
enclosed in Ice for two weeks.

One of the 
very first items in the successful pros­ 
ecution of this butter growing is the 
explosion of the idea that butter and 
te 'f can be produced economically by 
the one cow. The two functions are so 
antagonistic, so utterly opposed to each 
other physiologically, that excellence 
in one can only be attained at the ex­ 
pense of the other. Derby winners are 
not produced from draught mares, but 
from thoroughbreds. 
We want to be 
Derby winners In the butter world, and 
general purpose cows won’t help us. 
Dairy specialists will. 


Dip the Sheep.—At shearing time 
sheep should be dipped. 
It is bettor 
to dip all sheep, for after shearing dip­ 
ping Is very effective with the shorn 
ones, because the solution comes iu 
immediate contact with the skin, and 
hence will readily destroy more lice, 
ticks or their embryo, or the scab in 
sect, if the sheep be affected with it. 
After a good dipping the sheep feel 
better and will go through the sum­ 
mer in a more comfortable and thrif 
tier condition. 
But whether the shorn 
sheep are dipped or 
not the lambs 
should be, by all means. Their fleeces, 
their tender skin and sweet Juices are 
the best possible feeding grounds and 
domiciles for the parasites that have 
been driven from their homes on the 
old sheep. Failure to dip lambs soon 
after abeaatag time inflicts upon them 
a deal of suffering and inflicts upon 
their owner a pecuniary loss through 
the want of thrift that accompanies 
the suffering.—Ex.

N a t u r a l F o o d s o f P o u l t r y . 
Wild fowls consume large quantities 
of Reeds, insects and weeds. The food 
is never In a fine condition, such us 
when ground, and they prepare It in 
the gizzard by the use of hard, sharp- 
cutting gravel, ae birds have no teeth. 
Some birds prefer animal food ex­ 
clusively. but many 
kinds 
commote 
mostly grain and seeds. 
When 
our 
domestic fowls are confined they are 
therefore denied the privilege of select­ 
ing their foods, and they must con­ 
sequently be fed with judgment. When 
at liberty, and on a range, they will 
use foodR Biont suitable for their pur­ 
poses. 
lf grain has been plentiful 
they will resort to Insects and grass; 
and if poor in flesh, due to the food 
having been more nitrogenous 
than 
carbonaceous, they will then "balance” 
by eating a larger proportion of grain 
and seeds. 
Nature prompts the fowls 
to avoid certain foods when they have 
been surfeited with them, as may 
notlee when the fowls reject corn and 
accept oats, returning to corn again, 
after a length of time. They also pre­ 
fer to prepare their food by grinding 
it in their gizzards, and will 
select 
whole grains In preference to ground 
feed. 
The necessity of an abundance 
of sharp grits Is therefore well under­ 
stood and should be provided at all 
seasons.—Ex. ___ 
Use Only Thoroughbred Bulla.—No 
farmer, "average” or otherwise, should 
think of buying or patronizing any­ 
thing but a thoroughbred bull under 
any circumstances.

Old Geronirro, chief of the Apachei. 
is the most not* <1 Indian of the wi;d 
tribes 
of North America, 
says th 
Philadelphia Times. 
He Is 90 year 
of age and as straight as an arrow. 
His eyes are keen, piercing and cruel. 
His feet are very large. 
When 
at 
the 
post 
old (Jeronimo 
plays monte, a game of cards liked 
very much by the Indians, but when­ 
ever lie can get permission to leave th 
reservation his time is spent in hunt­ 
ing. of which he is still very fond. 
Geronimo was with Victoria in the 
Indian 
uprising 
of 1882 
when 
600 
Apaches w* re led by her against the 
w hites who had settled in Arizona and 
bordering states. 
They were pursued by Lewis Ter 
asraz, with a regiment of Mexican so l­ 
diers. 
Victoria was captured and be­ 
headed and more than one-half of lie: 
band were killed. 
Gernonimo escaped, 
but after hearing that Victoria had 
been beheaded he surrendered. 
Lie 
was released and 
became the 
great chief of the Apaches. 
His band 
was a terror to the early settlers 
of 
Arizona. Mexico and New Mexico. 
In 1884 (Jen. George Crook was 
de­ 
tailed by the governm ent to capture 
this band. 
After two years of unsuc­ 
cessful 
pursuit 
Gen. Crook 
resigned 
and (Jen. Miles was given command of 
the troops in pursuit. 


On March 25, 1896, Gen. Miles cap­ 
tured Geronimo and his band. 
Terms 
were made whereby they were to re­ 
main on the reservation at Fort Bowie. 
Four days later the chief and his band 
escaped and 
began further depreda­ 
tions on the whites. 


Capt. 
Lawton was 
sent In pursuit 
and the band was again captured. 
The territory of Arizona petitioned 
the government to have the Apaches 
moved to distant fields. 
After some 
time it was decided to send the 
old 
chief and his band to Florida. 
They 
were closely guarded and were 
not 
allowed to leave the post on any pre­ 
text. 


The warm clim ate of Florida and the 
close confinement in the fort killed off 
most of the band, and to prevent ex ­ 
termination the remainder of the band 
were removed to Fort Sill, Indian Ter­ 
ritory. 


M o ilin g W a te r W it h o u t Fin*. 
It is possible to make a pail of water 
boil without putting it on the fire and 
without applying external heat to it in 
any way, says the Cincinnati Commer­ 
cial I rlbune. 
In fact, you can m ake a 
pall of water boil by sim ply stirring it 
with a wooden paddle. 
The feat was 
recently performed in the physical lab­ 
oratory of Johns Hopkins university, 
in Baltimore, Md., and anyone may do 
it with a little trouble and persever­ 
ance. 
All you have to do is to place 
your water In a pail—it may be ice- 
water, ir necessary—and stir it with a 
wooden paddle. 
If you keep at it long 
enough 
it will certainy 
boir. 
Five 
hours of constant and rapid stirring 
are sufficient to perform the feat suc­ 
cessfully. The water will, after a time, 
grow warm, and then it will grow' hot 
—so hot, in fact, that you cannot hold 
your hand in it, and, finally, it will 
boil. 
Prof. Ames, of Johns Hopkins, 
annually illustrates some of the phe­ 
nomena of heat by having one of bis 
students perform the trick fn front of 
his class. 
It is a tiresome job, but it 
is perfectly feasible. 
The point which Prof. Ames wishes 
to illustrate is what is known as the 
mechanical equivalent of heat. 
It re­ 
quires just so m any foot pounds 
of 
work to develop a given quantity of 
heat. 
By turning the paddle in the 
water at a regular speed it is possible 
to find out just how much work is re­ 
quired to raise 
the temperature 
of 
water one degree. 
The best measure­ 
ment so far made, and, in fact, the one 
which is accepted as the standard of 
the world, is that which was measured 
in Johns Hopkins college. 
Heat is developed in almost any sub­ 
stance which is subjected to a contin­ 
uous or very violent action. 
It is an 
old trick 
for a blacksmith 
to forge 
without fire. 
Long-continued and vio­ 
lent ham m ering on two pieces of wire 
will heat them to such an extent that 
they can be welded together. 
A lead 
bullet, if shot directly at a stone wall, 
will develop heat enough by the con­ 
tact to melt and fall to the ground a 
molten mass. 
There are many other 
occasions wherein this mechanical de­ 
velopment of heat becomes manifest.

G r o w i n g a n d l l a r v r a t Irig I lax. 
Bulletin 54, Oregon E x p e rim e n t S ta ­ 
tion: 
An accurate account was kept 
of labor expended in p rep arin g 
the 
ground and sowing the seed, and of the 
tim e required in h arv e stin g th e fa x . 
T h e following su m m a rie s 
are given: 
T h e relative cost of growing flax on a 
large scale would be so m e w h a t less. 
Plowing, h a rro w in g and sowing seed, 
17.70 per acre; 
wages of a m a n and 
team are reckoned at $2.50 
per day; 
pulling flax and ty in g in bundles, with 
tw o bands m ade of binder twine, $5.70 
p e r acre; weeding plats by hand, $1.75 
per acre; hand labor reckoned at $1.00 
p e r day; 
total cost, $15.15 per 
acre. 
This Is cost of labor only, and does not 
Include interest on Investment in tools, 
re n t of land, etc. 
Observations. —W hile we could h a r d ­ 
ly expect conclusive results from a sin ­ 
gle y e a r ’s experience, and 
especially 
w ith o u t a further test of the value of 
the fiber produced, yet so far as grow th 
a nd quality are concerned, indicated by 
tne appearance of the straw, the results 
were very flattering indeed. The yield 
was not much m ore than half a crop, 
o wing to thin seeding, due to a lack of 
m o istu re in g e rm in a tin g the seed when 
first sown. 
In this particular the con­ 
ditions were quite unfavorable. 
The 
climate and soli seem to be well a d a p t­ 
ed to growing flax as shown in the r a p ­ 
id development of th e plants. 
T h e pe­ 
riod of growth was not as long as that 
In m an y flax grow ing sections, as the 
following would indicate; 
Mr. Eugene Bosse says, In a report to 
the D epartm ent of Agriculture, re g a rd ­ 
ing the growth of flax for fiber in Min­ 
nesota and W isconsin, t h a t “ the flax 
in this p a rt of the W est should 
be 
ready to pull in from eighty-five 
to 
n in ety-tw o days a fte r sowing 
when 
sown between the 15th and 
25th of 
April, and from seventy-five to eighty- 
five generally when sown from the 1st 
to th e 15th of May; 
but the capsules 
m u st be Just tu rn e d yellow, and 
the 
lower half of th e plant free from leaves. 
T h e richer the land the earlier the flax 
m a y be sown, and the earlier the (lax 
is sown the m ore seed it will take to 
have a good sta n d .” 
N one of the varieties tested required 
the m a x im u m time indicated here, ami 
only one passed the m inim um . 
The 
W h ite Blossom Dutch required eighty- 
th r e e days. 
T he flax on clover sod did 
m uch better th a n t h a t after potatoes. 
In fact the flax grown on the potato 
gro u n d was not considered worth pull­ 
ing. 


P o i s o n i n g 
Cot YY’o r r n * . 
Prof. J. B. Smith, entomologist of the 
New Jersey e xperim ent station, 
rec­ 
o m m e n d s placing in different p a rts of 
fields to be planted in spring, balls- of 
clover vrhich have been poisoned with 
paris green. 
The clover m ay be pois­ 
oned by spraying it while growing, or 
It m a y be made in loose balls and dip­ 
ped into the poisoned 
liquid 
until 
th o ro u g h ly wet. 
In order to have the 
bait as fresh and attractive as pos­ 
sible, it should be prepared and a p ­ 
plied after the heat of the day is over. 
No plants should be set out until the 
poisoned bait has had an opp o rtu n ity 
to act for two nights at least. 
Mr. Oliver Perry, of Beverly, N. J., 
has found cut w o rm s to be very fond 
of w h eat Uran. 
He protects his sweet 
potato plants by putting in each hill 
a spoonful of 
bran, 
to which paris 
green has been added, and the whole 
moistened so as to form a soft mush. 
In every case this served as a c o m ­ 
plete protection to 
his 
plants, the 
larvae invariably preferring the pois­ 
oned bran. 
As Mr. Perry was a p e r ­ 
fectly reliable m an and this method 
had been used with some success in 
the western states against g ra ssh o p ­ 
pers and other insects, it was p u b ­ 
lished in a suggestive note 
in 
the 
“ W eekly Crop Bulletin,” of the state 
w e a th e r service. 
Many of the farm ers 
to w hom this came adopted the su g ­ 
gestion at once, and soon letters were 
received highly recom m ending th e ef­ 
ficacy of the measure. 
All who tried 
it found it absolutely successful and 
claim they lost not a plant after using 
it. 
M ir dry w h eat bran with paris gre^n 
or L cndon purple sufficient to color it 
faintly. 
The proportions are not i m ­ 
p ortant, but m ay in weight be about 
one of poison to fifty of bran. 
The 
m ix tu re should be as complete as p os­ 
sible, th a t every particle of the bran 
carries its particle of arsenic, an d then 
w a te r should be added to m ake a soft 
m u s h t h a t can be ladled out with a 
spoon without dripping. 
The water 
m a y be a little sweetened to add to the 
attractiveness of the m ixture and to 
m a k e it a little more sticky. 
A tea- 
spoonful should be placed on each hill 
of plants to be protected, and 
this 
should be done on the evening of the 
day th e plants are first set out. 


R u s ln e e s 8 ld « o f F r u it Culture*. 
J. H. Hale, in a recent address be­ 
fore the Massachusetts 
H orticultural 
Society on “ The Business Side of F ru it 
C ulture,” gaid in part: 
This side of 
fru it culture is im p o rta n t and is grow- 
Ing. 
The g ro w th of one branch, in 
particular, th a t of nurseries. I had oc­ 
casion to notice when engaged in work 
in th is branch of horticulture in c o n ­ 
n ection with the te n th census. 
It was 
found th a t whereas, previous to 1800, 
there was h ard ly a commercial n u r ­ 
sery In th e country, in 1890 there were 
more than five thousand. 
Every com ­ 
mercial frtilt grow er should keep 
lr 
touch with the details of all m atters 
pertaining to the business and be In­ 


formed on w h at the m a rke t demands. 
He should study also soil conditions 
and soil varieties. 
But he should be 
sure be enjoys the work before going 
into it. 
J u s t what fruits one should 
plant depends upon the farm, upon 
what the m a n enjoys, and to a degree 
upon the 
m arkets. 
The 
Ja p a n e se 
plum, to which much atte n tio n is be­ 
ing given, is an early bearer, and is 
well 
adapted 
to our soils. 
Of the 
older fruits, the apple Is the best. 
It 
will almost care for itseslf. 
It seems 
to me th at our abandoned fa rm s would 
be well adapted for growing apples for 
m arket, especially when we consider 
the dem and of the world for that fruit. 
We h^ar much of an “ off y e a r” with 
apples, but this is generally because 
the trees do not receive the proper 
j treatm ent. 
W hen trees bear heavily 
; they exhaust their 
vitality, and the 
I buds of the next year do not get suffi­ 
cient no u rish m en t, and a small crop 
Is the result. 
The remedy for this lies 
! In th in n in g the fruit on the trees. 
In 
| cultivating peaches the grower has to 
| be alert to prevent dam age to bis trees 
by climatic conditions. 
E ast of the 
Connecticut river peaches may be well 
grown by carefully studying the con­ 
ditions, by feeding well, and by giving 
good frost drainage. 
It in best to plant 
on 
an abrupt knoll, so th a t the frost 
will drain off quickly. 
The m a rk e ts 
give liberal 
re tu rn s for 
high-grade 
small fruits, but 
m ost of th e fine 
canned fruits comes from across the 
water. 
I wonder th a t we have not 
awakened to the possibility of taking 
this m a rk e t for our own. 
Another In­ 
teresting fruit (If so It may be called) 
is the chestnut. 
The whole supply 
brought into the 
m a rk e t is gone in six 
weeks, though people would ea t them 
all winter. 
Large quantities of nuts 
are imported every year, but we might 
replace a good part of the foreign s u p ­ 
ply by native chestnuts If we could 
grow larger nuts having the sam e fine 
quality. 
This would be a promising 
industry fcr the 
people of New E n g ­ 
land.

three feet deep, fill it with turf an 1 
some m an u re, put in a pipe at th e en.i 
so th a t when the trench is filled you 
can 
pour 
w a te r 
in at the base and 
have it soak up, Instead of down. 
Be 
fore filling th e hole, be sure the ground 
is well moistened. 
Always keep 
the 
surface 
dry. 
In 
this 
way they will 
root 
deep 
and 
be 
less 
subject 
t < 
drought 
in 
hot 
weather. 
The same 
tre a tm e n t is advisable for hardy roses. 


P r o p a g a t i n g 
M o u n t a i n A a h . 
The m o u n ta in ash can he propagated 
by seeds, but they are very slow 
to 
start. 
T he berries should be gathered 
and mixed with soil and left out ex­ 
posed to the w eath er for a year before 
planting. If mixed with soil and placed 
.n a box with cracks In It so t h a t water 
can pass through, the box can be sunk 
to its edge or a little 
below in the 
ground and left out during w inter and 
until the e n suing fall. 
T h e n the soil 
c ontaining th e berries can be taken out 
and spread on a floor 
partially dry, 
so th a t it can be rubbed th ro u g h 
a 
sieve th a t will separate It from 
the 
seeds. 
The separation of the seeds Is 
not absolutely necessary, and soil and 
seeds together may be sown in a drill, 
covering a bout an 
inch deep. 
The 
young plants will appear in the spring 
and can be cultivated in the seed drills 
for one or tw o years and then he taken 
up and tops and roots shortened and 
tra n spla n te d into nursery rows to be 
grown on until ready for final removal.

The two functions are so 
antagonistic, so utterly opposed to each 
other physiologically, t h a t excellence 
in one can only be attained at the ex ­ 
pense of the other. 
Derby w inners are 
not produced from d ra u g h t mares, but 
from thoroughbreds. 
We want to t)*- 
Derby w inners in the b u tte r world, and 
general purpose cows w o n ’t help us. 
Dairy specialists will. 


Dip th e Sheep.— At sh e a rin g time 
sheep should be dipped. 
It is better 
to dip all sheep, for after sh e a rin g dip­ 
ping is very effective with the 
shorn 
ones, because the solution comes in 
im m ediate contact with the skin, and 
hence will readily destroy m ore lice, 
ticks or th eir embryo, or the scab in­ 
sect, if the sheep be affected w’ith it. 
After a good dipping the sheep feel 
better and will go th ro u g h the s u m ­ 
m e r in a more comfortable and th rif­ 
tier condition. 
But w h e th e r the shorn 
sheep are dipped or 
not the lambs 
should be, by all means. T h e ir fleeces, 
th e ir tender skin and sweet juices are 
the best possible feeding g ro u n d s aud 
domiciles for th e parasites th a t have 
been driven from th eir hom es on the 
old sheep. 
Failure to dip lambs soon 
after sheaoirig tim e inflicts upon them 
a deal of suffering and inflicts upon 
th e ir o w n e r a pecuniary loss th ro u g h 
th e w ant of th rift th a t accompanies 
the suffering.— Ex. 


W h y is a good and sensible 
nearly alw ays hom ely?

Me says: Al­ 
though we find a considerable n u m b er 
of bacteria in ice u nder certain condi­ 
tions, it is, however, a fact that every 
time water freezes its bacterial content 
Is considerably diminished. 
F ra n k c T s 
investigations show tills plainly. W a ­ 
ter from the river 
Spree containing 
66.000 bacteria per 
cubic 
centim eter 
froze at 10-18 F. 
After two days one 
cubic cen tim eter contained only 1,200 
bacteria, an d after nine days only 11 
bacteria. 
In a n o th e r sample 3,300 bac­ 
teria were found per centim eter a t the 
beginning of the experim ent, and after 
th ree d a y s’ freezing only 20 bacteri.. 
were found in the same volume. 
A 
third sample, 
which was highly i n ­ 
fested with bacteria, co n ta in ing 
not 
less th a n 500,000 per eubic centimeter, 
showed only 36,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter after six 
d a y s’ freezing 
The freezing is therefore 
a powerful 
means a gainst the developm ent of the 
bacteria in the water. 
It is in reality 
of no great im portance t h a t absolute 
sterility can n o t be obtained from the 
water in this way, as the bacterial cou 
tent by this m ethod will be exfrem* ly 
small, provided the water is not highly 
Infected before freezing. 
In the bacteriological analysis of the 
Ice t h a t 1 have m ade I h ave obtained 
greatly varying results, according to 
the origin of th e ice. 
In e x am in in g 
thick lake* Ice In the center of a large 
block of Ice the analysis proved it to 
be entirely free from bacteria. 
On the 
surface of this block, which was e x ­ 
posed 
to 
infection 
during 
cutting, 
hauling, etc., an appreciable quantity 
was, on the other hand, found, t a n g ­ 
ing from 20 to 400 per cubic cen tim e­ 
ter. 
Only one inch deep no bacteria 
was usually found; 
sometimes, h o w ­ 
ever, a couple of bacteria colonies a p ­ 
peared on the gelatine plates in 
the 
bacteriological unaylsis. This block of 
ice was taken from the lake in March 
and hauled to an Ice house; tho a n a l­ 
ysis was made in the following August. 
Even porous, soft ice has proved very 
poor in bacteria, som etim es 
entirely 
sterile, if it did not come from tho su r ­ 
face layer. 
This was found to be tho 
case In Ice ta k e n from a lake where 
no city or factory was situated. 
Tho 
results of analyses m ade of ice from 
the h a rb o r of Helsingfors were differ­ 
ent. T h ey showed th a t the w a te r m ust 
have been very rich in b acteria before 
freezing, for a bout two m onths after 
the h a r b o r was frozen over th e ice 
contained between 260 and 3,500 bac­ 
teria per cubic centimeter. 
T h e m a ­ 
terial for these analyses was taken by 
myself from th e ice In tho harbor. No 
Ice free from bacteria was fouud 
in 
this place. 
My 
in vestigations 
concerning 
the 
bacteria of ice have also proved a n ­ 
other fact, which still more confirms 
my opinion th a t recently melted ice- 
water is to be preferred to even very 
pure well-water in the dairy work. The 
in vestigations showed that In the case 
of b acteria rem aining In the ice for e. 
long tim e their virulence, th a t Is, their 
power to develop their specific qua li­ 
ties, 
was greatly 
diminished. 
'I’his 
multiplication took place very slowly, 
and where the bacteria were made up 
of ferm entation starters, the fe rm e n ta ­ 
tion developed considerably more slow­ 
ly and less intensely th an was usually 
Iho case. 
I also observed th a t some 
of the ice-water bacteria which did not 
show any ferm entative power on 
the 
first inoculation cultures, after having 
later reached their normal conditions 
again possessed this power. 
T he In­ 
vestigations were made both with the 
lactic a d d bacteria and 
putrefactive 
bacteria. 
The former, which caused a 
complete fermentation in milk before 
the freezing by being kept for twenty- 
four hours in an Incubator at 86 F, 
were unable to produce even som ething 
like a sim ilar characteristic f e r m e n ta ­ 
tion in several days after having been 
enclosed in Ice for two weeks. 


N a t u r a l F o o d * o f P o u l t r y .

W hen 
at liberty, and on a range, they will 
use foods most suitable for th eir p u r­ 
poses. 
If grain 
has 
been 
plentiful 
they will reso rt to insects and grass; 
and if poor In flesh, due to the food 
having been more nitrogenous 
th a n 
carbonaceous, they will then “ b alance” 
by eating a larger proportion of grain 
and seeds. 
N atu re prom pts th e fowls 
to avoid certain foods when they have 
been surfeited with them, as m ay bo 
notice when the fowls reject corn a n l 
accept oats, r e tu r n in g to corn again, 
after a length of time. 
They also pre­ 
fer to prepare th eir food by grinding 
it in their gizzards, and will 
select 
whole grains in preference to ground 
feed. 
T he necessity of an abundance 
of sh arp grits is therefore well u n d e r­ 
stood and should be provided at all 
seasons.—Ex.
